Another state is to he added to the 
“dry" column. 
With the passing of 
today the liquor dispensaries of Vir­ 
ginia will close their doors, and in 
their stead there will reign indus­ 
trial and mercantile enterprises 
of 
variousJdnds and characters. 
That old familiar plaint, that bhs 
done such valiant service In many a 
commonwealth, is today being chanted 
in the Old Dominion. 
It reads: , 
“Hush, little saloon, don’t you cry. 
You'll he a drug store bye and bye.” 
It Is hardly possible that all the 
grog shops will be supplanted by 
drug stores, but It Is safe say that 
many a good down-town corner will 
let up the shades and bloom afresh 
with soft drink attachments. Sodas 
and sundaes will be served 
where 
mints and jullps once were considered 
mild. 
fn passing into the aridity 
class, 
Virginia meets all the requirements 
even of the rabid anti-prohibitionists. 
It has recognized the “personal lib­ 
erty” right of every citizen, and has 
banned its barrooms by the local op­ 
tion route. 
Of course, Virginia did 
not wait to ask for unanimous con­ 
sent, but it did hesitate long enough 
for public sentiment to loom over­ 
whelmingly on the side of tem per­ 
ance. 
* fn the local option election the drys 
won by a majority of 30 365, the total 
vote polled for prohibition being 94,- 
261 and the vote for liquor 
63,886. 
This was decisive, sufficient to for­ 
ever 
down the cry of “sumptuary 
legislation;” sufficient to establish the 
right of the majority 
to 
rule—for 
there could be no question as to the 
majority. 
It is undoubtedly a fact that pro­ 
hibition, tcube effective, must be en­ 
dorsed by public sentiment. 
Other­ 
wise, under our system of political 
government, the bootleggers line up 
with the advocates of more notorious 
• 
' — 
vice, secure the aid of a few astute 
politicians, and conduct affairs in open 
disregard for law. 
This has already 
been exemplified in the South, and 
the example has been horrible. 
It 
has resulted in the reins of govern­ 
ment being transferred to men with 
a passion for plunder. 
Even erudite 
Nashville at one time afforded a com­ 
plete verification of this contention. 
The state-wide law» 
of 
Virginia 
really affect only the larger eitten. 
Previously 71 of the 100 counties of 
the slate had banished the demon rum, 
so that only 29 counties find \hem- 
selves dropped suddenly 
into 
the 
desert class. 
Every* precaution has 
been taken to enforce the ,b*w law, 
the office of state commissioner of 
prohibition having been created, to 
be held down for the present by Rev. 
J. Sidney Peters, former field secre 
tary in Virginia for the Anti-Saloon 
League. 
It is under conditions like these that 
the commonwealth that has produced 
so many presidents sets out on the 
larger undertaking of producing fewer 
drunke.
